Jennings Bryan of Nebraska, twice 
the nominee of the Democratic party 
for President of the United States and 
already endorsed as the candidate of 
1908, steamed up New York Bay, this 
afternoon, on the steamer Princess 
Irene and received an ovation from 
large welcoming parties which went 
down to Quarantine to meet and cheer 
the incoming vessel and its distin- 
guished passenger. 
Bryan did not enjoy his usual health 
during the voyage, but he was much 
better today, and said that he felt sure 


“he would be able to carry out the 


plans which have been made for him 
during the next few days. He was 
very much fatigued when he boarded 
the steamer, and during the entire 
‘voyage suffered from indigestion and 


severe headache. His illness was not 


serious enough to interfere with his 
work, however, and he devoted a large 
portion of the nice days at sea in pre- 
paring bis speeches and in keeping up 


mot work under considera- 
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adt land fn New York 
City proper until tomorrow afternoon 
when he will be received at the Bat- 
tery by delegations of prominent dele- 
gates from all parts of the country 
and escorted to the hotel, where he 
will make his headquarters while here. 
He was taken off the steamer by spec- 
lal permission of the President, 
shortly after the vessel had anchored 
in quarantine. First, he went aboard 
two tugs. which had been chartered by 
“Bryan's Nebraska home folks,“ where 
he was exultantly greeted and hailed 
as the next President. 

He then went aboard the trim lit- 
tle yacht Illini, owned by his long- 
time friend and schoolmate, Edward 
F. Goltra of St. Louis, and where such 
well-known Democrats as Norman E. 
Mack, national committeeman for New 
York, and Daniel J. Campau, national 
committeeman from Michigan, were 
awaiting him. 

In the Illini, Bryan was taken to the

He will work with his 
secretary answering such of the com- 
munications as are urgent, and will 
then go aboard the Goltra yacht once 
more to make his formal entry into 
New York at 4 o’clock p.m. 

Surrounded by his fellow passen- 
gers, Bryan stood well forward on the 
promenade deck of the Princess Irene 
as the vessel steamed in past Sandy 
Hook, shortly after 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. His face was wreathed in 
smiles, and he seemed more than 
pleased at the thought of setting foot 
on his native soil again. Far down 
the lower bay the Illini met the 
steamer and steamed with her to the 
quarantine station. Bryan was hailed 
by those on board the yacht, and 
waved his recognition of the cheers 
and salutes that were given. 

NEWSPAPER MEN ABOARD. 

His steamer's anchor had not been 
cast in quarantine before the Nebrask- 
an was met by a delegation of news- 
paper men. 

“I do not know what I can say 
worth reporting,” he said in answer 
to the queries. “Our travels have been 
discussed in my letters, and as I make 
a speech Thursday night, I shall re- 
serve until that time any comments I 
may have to make upon the political 
situation.

Receiver Earle today took charge of 
the affairs of the Real Estate Trust 
Company, which yesterday failed be- 
cause of the heavy loans made by 
Frank K. Hipple, late president, to 
Segal, upon insuffictent security. Until 
Earle completes his investigation the 
exact condition of the company’s af- 
fairs cannot be told. The receiver, 
however, expressed the belief that the 
trust funds are intact. 

CONVERSE HAS CONFIDENCE. 

John H. Converse, a director of the 
company, and one of the foremost 
Presbyterian laymen in the country, 
upon whose presentation the receiver 
was appointed, today said he was sat- 
isfied that securities.of the various 
Presbyterian Church boards are safe.

Bell said he had been 
called in by Segal because the pro- 
moter thought it entirely feasible to 
raise the $3,500,000 needed by the trust 
company. Bell sald he was in no way 
connected with the case, other than 
that he might raise the funds neces- 
sary to place the company on a sound 
basis. 

It is the expressed opinion of bank- 
ers that the Real Estate Trust Com- 
pany failure does not involve any 
other banking house in the city. Ace- 
cording to John M. Michener, pres:- 
dent of the Clearinghouse Associa- 
tion, that body stood ready to ad- 
vance ‘all the money required by the 
Trust Company, provided the proper 
security was offered. The directors of 
the Trust Company are severely criti- 
cised by members of the Clearing-

SAYS NATION SHOULD 
CONTROL COMMERCE. 


T. PAUL, Aug. 29.—Tonight’s ses- | 
S sion of the American Bar Associa- 

tion's twenty-ninth meeting drew 
an attendance which filled the large 
chamber of the House of Represénta- 
tives in the State Capitol to the doors. 
Roscoe Pound of Lincoln, Neb., read a 
paper on “The Cause of Popular Dis- 
fatisfaction with the Administration of 
Justice.” 

The second paper was read by J. J. 
Jenkins, chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee on the subject, “Can Con- 
gress Transfer to the; State Its Power 
to Regulate Commerce?” 

“The question is one of great impor- 
tance to the nation. Congress has leg- 
islated in this direction and is asked 
further to legislate and surrender its 
power over commerce to the States. 
The existing legislation, in my opinion, 
cannot lodge the power upon the 
States. The danger lies in the fact 
that Congress is again asked to declare 
its willingness to unconstitutionally re- 
lieve itself of its constitutional duties 
to protect interstate commerce and. un- 
constitutionally place interstate com- 
merce under control of the States, to 
undo all that which was sought to be 
accomplished by the adoption of the 
constitution—to dest the uniformity 
of commercial regulations, to open the 
door to restrictive, hostile and discrim- 
inating legislation by one State against 
the products of the other States. 


LAW IS ADEQUATE. 


“The law is adequate to rémedy the 
evils complained of, but the law is not 
enforced, and a strong sentimental ap- 
peal has been made and is being made 
to Congress to aid the States on the 
assumption that the Federal govern- 
ment is standing in the way of reform 
preventing the States from properly 
enforcing the law: that the States 
want to enforce the law, but cannot be- 
cause the Federal government protects 
the shippers of interstate commerce. 

Congress has gone too far on this 
subject The bar of the United 
States and the students of constitu- 
tional history must preserve the Con- 
stitution and protect constitutional 
rights. Since the close of the Civil 
War, the Constitution of the United 
States seems to have been overlooked. 

“I am opposed to all such constitu- 
tional legislation, when I believe as I 
do that it cannot Increase the power of | 
the State or suppress crime, will not 
deprive a citizen of any right he now 
enjoys, change the law or accomplish 
any good. I am for the union as it is, 
with its dual system of government. 
anxious to uphold the power of both 
States and nations, within their re- 
spective sovereignty; the right and 
power of both equally clear. 


AMENDING BILL PRESENTED, 


“A new bill is now pending in the 
House of Representatives to further 
amend the act of 1890, which is intend- 
ed to overrule the Supreme Court in 
its construction of that act, and will 
permit States at the State line to pre- 
vent the introduction of interstate com- 
merce into the receiving State, no mat- 
ter under what right or under what 
circumstances it is seeking admission 
into the State. In other words, it al- 
lows the State law to become operative 
at the State line, so from that moment 
of time the carrier and every person 
handling the product, including the 
consignee. will be lieble to punishment. 
and the product to seizure upon dis- 
covery and lestroyed. The importance 
of the amendment will be seen from its 
effects. 9 

“It will not require” argument t 
prove its unconstitutionality, for the 
effect will be to prevent freedom of 
commerce between the States. It win 
interfere with the right of the citizen 
of one State to freely contract to 
receive merchandise from another 
State, and it will prevent a citizen 
in one State from contracting to send 
merchandise into other States, and it 
will destroy contracts concerni in- 
terstate commerce, valid in the State 
where made.”

The report of the insurance com- 
mittee is likely to be warmly dis- 
cussed, a majority and minority report 
having been made. The majority re- 
port condemns the Armstrong law of 
New York as “conspicuously unwise,” 
and declares that not only are many 
companies 
much more than the cost of State 
supervision, but that in many States 
“the administration of insurance laws 
has been characterized by unblushing 
fraud, mostly in the shape of biack- 
mall, or by gross incompetency.” 

The committee recommends 
“Biennial apportionment. of deferred 
dividends, repeal of retaliatory tax 
laws and valued fire policy laws, 
“Each State to have a fire marshal. 
“The United States to prohibit the 
use of the malls by ‘wild cat’ insur- 
ance companies. 

„The Federal statute to regulate 
interstate insurance transactions.” 

The minority report objects in par- 
ticular to the last recommendations of 
the majority.

“BIG STRIKE” 


PETERS OUT. 


Totemites ‘Abandon Plot to 
Throttle Industry. 
United Stand of Employers 
Scares Them Off. 


Sent to Cover by Influx of 
Open- Shop Workers. 


The “great labor movement,” 
which the totem agitators proposed to 
Shackle the free workingmen of Los 
Angeles, has burst like a bubble, and 
the word will be passed about this 
| Morning for every man having a job to 


take a “hammer-lock” hold upon it and 
hold tight. 


The “support” of the interlopers from 
the unton-ridden city of San Francisco 
has been withdrawn from the walking 
delegates in Los Angeles, and the 
principal inducement for the men to 
Strike on September 4 has also been 
withdrawn. 

The cause of this puncture of the 
strike bubble has been principally the 
announcement that Strike-breaker 
Farley of New York, at the van of 2500 
armed and determined workingmen, is 
descending upon San Francisco and 
proposes to operate the street cars of 
the fire-stricken and union-ridden 
— city and permit the people to 

e. 


When this announcement reached 
Los Angeles the rascals from the North 
who have been stirring up trouble here 
sheathed their snickersnee and stole 
away in the darkness to the support of 
the big chiefs in San Francisco. 

The totemites have held out to the 
workingmen of this city the prospect 
that if they went on a strike and could 
not get work here they would be “taken 
care of in San Franctsvo, where there's 
work for every one.’ 

While the 
paid no attention to the offer, it had 
effect upon the very ordinary working- 
men, who looked upon it as a guard 
against idlesness for a prolonged pe- 


OFF THE HIGH HORSE. 

With the “support” of the San Fran- 
cisco fellows removed, the totemites of 
this city began to look askance upon 
the prospect of a strike and a long idle- 
ness, and such non-union workingmen 
as may have been influenced to a cer- 
tain extent by the wiles of the walking 
delegates have turned their backs 
squarely upon the unionites and are 
going ahead with their jobs, breathing 
a feeling of deep relief. 

Of more effect than anything else, 
however, in putting a quietus on the 
agitation, is the solid front presented 
by Los Angeles employers of every 
class of labor. To a man, the influen- 
tial contractors and other employers in 
Los Angeles have stood solidly togeth- 
er for the purpose of conducting their 
own, business in a way that would be 
fair to all—to the employed as well as 
to the general public. The trouble- 
breeders found no weak-kneed 
here who would think twice in choosing 

between industrial freedom and an 
| abject slavery to the totem. 

It has been proposed by the labor 
unions employed in the building trades, 
as has been stated in The Times, to 
call a general strike in this city, Sep- 
tember 4, next Tuesday, the day after 
Labor Day, and tie up every job 
sible in an attempt to secure higher 
wages, and shorter hours, and lock out 
the free workingman who will not kow- 
tow to the totem loafers. 

Principal in the movement, if it 
can be called such, was the Carpenters’ 
Union. The Bricklayers’ and the Plas- 
terers’ unions came second. They were 
going to make the contractor bow to 
them, and incidentally get higher 
wages and a lot of other things not 
coming to them. 

Yesterday it was stated that the 
wnion bricklayers had retired from 
their stand for higher wages and asked 
only a half holiday, and this without 
pay. Then the Plasterers’ Union got 
together, and seeing how the wind was

CONTRACTORS “SOLID.” 

In this connection it may be stated 
that the much-discussed matter of 
ecatehing the contractors of the city in 
with their hands full of 
incomplete contracts which must be 
performed, has nothing to it. In all 
_contracts entered into during the last 
| six months :here has been inserted a 
' “strike claus« which provides against 
resort to damages against the contrac- 
tor for cessacion of work on account of 
a strike. This clause makes it impos- 
sible for the owners of the buildings 
being constructed to go the 
bonds of the contractors. 

This has been a much-discussed in- 
tention of the totemites. They argued 
that if the cuntractor was forced into 
a corner and faced the alternative of 
losing a heavy bond or making his 
work a closed shop, he would choose 
the latter. 

Yesterday there were half a dozen 
contractors it the Bullders —— 
headquarters and a poll ot all the con- 
tracts heid by them showed that every 
one is covered by a strike clause. 

TRON WORKERS BACK OUT. 

It was learned yesterday that for the 
last week or two a number of trouble- 
breeding walking delegates from the 
Structural Iron Workers’ Union have 
been mingling with the workingmen on 
ali of the big jobs in the city and se- 
curing recruits who were to join with 
that union when it went on strike Sep- 
tember 4, in sympathy with the other 
building-trades unions. 

So quietly have these agitators 

worked that it was not generally 
known that the structural iron workers 
were planning to join the pro 
“great labor movere t” until a 
days ago. 
Since that time the employers have 
been active, and already an employ- 
ment bureau has been established in 
the Bryson Biock, where men are hired 
ggainst the contingency of the strike 
materializinz. 

These trouble-breeders also held out 
the alluring vromise of steady work in 
San Francisco if they were unable to 
win the strike in this city. With the 
bursting of the bubble among the oth- 
er trades unions, these fellows have 
their work and slunk away 
to their lairs. 

They have not been abroad since the 
announcement of the change of front 
by the United Railways of San Fran- 
cisco, and the threatened fight to a 
finish between the railroad and the men

OSSIBILITIES OF THE WEST. 


rily imbibe a great deal of the Amer- 
ican spirit, and he can hardly close the 
final pages without a thrill of pride 
running through his veins as he thinks 
of the daring adventures and magnifi- 
cent achievements of the pioneers. 


But the “Winning of the West” has 
only begun. The population of the 
United States numbers not less than 
85,000,000 human beings. Of these. 
70,000,000 live east of the Mississippi 
River, and the whole western half of 
our country contains less than 15,000,- 
000 inhabitants. Of course round 
numbers and not dccurate statements 
are aimed at here. The country west 
of the Mississippi is capable of sus- 


States. 
We used to speak of im 
stretches of country in this western 


annual crops in the years to come 
than the fattest prairies in the center 
of Illinois. It is interesting to recall 
Horace Greeley’s judgment concern- 
ing much of this western country wher 
he traveled through it more than a 
generation ago and said that it was 
very much like Hades—all it needed 
was good society and water. The good 
society is coming to the West with 


rapid strides. The flower of American 
the Manhood. and womanhood too, has 


heen turning its face to the setting 
sun for many past years. This west- 
ern country has the water and has 
always had it. The only trouble is, it 
ig not distributed with the same regu- 
larity that characterizes the rainfall 
east of the Mississippi River. Fur- 
thermore, it is not so well distributed 
geographically in the western as in 
the eastern part of the continent. But 
instead of being a detriment, these 
conditions are likely to be made of 
the greatest advantage in the agricul- 
tural life of the great West. 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Denver tells of the organization of a 
corporation with private capital whose 
purpose is to reclaim a million acres of 
desert. This land is arid, not because 
rain does not fall contiguous to it, but 
for the reason that the rain falls in a 
few months in the year. This Den- 
ver corporation will build a reservoir 
to cover twenty-four square miles, 
with an average depth of thirty-five 
feet, and thus store the surplus 
waters of the Platte River. It is esti- 
mated that 38,150,000,000 cubic feet of 
water is wasted yearly in the floods 
that sweep down the Platte. This 
water, if it can be stored in reservoirs, 
will irrigate the million acres con- 
trolled by this corporation, and on 
these lands homes will be built for a 
hundred thousand people. The cost 
of the dam is estimated at about §$4,- 
000,000, that is $4 for each acre in the 
area controlled by the syndicate. As 
this land lies today without irrigation 
possibilities, it is not worth over 92 
or $3 an acre. With water applied to 
it, it will be worth. according to its 
general characteristics, from $50 to 
$100 an acre. The investment looks 
as if it would pay immense profits. 

Now this arid land has been proven 
time and again to ve composed of the 
most fertile soils known in the world. 


_ | Without water these lands are mostly 


a barren waste, but once apply mois- 
ture to them in a scientific and regu- 
lar way, and their productiveness is 
amazing. The advantage of cultiva- 
tion of lands by means of artificial ir- 
rigation over the natural rainfall is 
thoroughly established in the minds 
of western people. Dependent upon 
the rainfall, the farmer is subjected to 
the caprice of the weather. One year 
the rainfall is deficient. another year 
it comes in floods. In the one case his 
crops fail for lack of sufficient mois- 
ture, and in the other case, not only 
his crops but his lands are washed 
away by torrential floods. Under the 
irrigation system he applies the 
moisture just as it is needed, in the 
very nick_of time to produce the best 
results, and there can be no such thing 
as fallure of crops. The farmer is not 
dependent upon the rainfall for his 
plowing, his seeding or his harvesting. 
He can turn the water into his tirriga- 
tion ditches at pleasure and plow as 
early as he likes. Once his soil Is 
turned up, he can put his seed in the 
ground at any time that seems fit to 


harvest time almost always brings

is possible to produce not only one 
crop a year as where we depend upon 
natural rainfall, but anywhere from 
two to six crops a year, according to 


climatic conditions. By judicious ro- 


tation of crops and scientific fertilizing 
such as the intelligent farmer of the 
day is perfectly acquainted with, there 
is no danger of exhausting the soils. 
As a matter of fact, the abundantly 
rich soils of these western arid lands 
will produce prodigious crops for 
many years without any artificial fer- 
tilization. Of course the skillful 
farmer will take due care not to de- 
plete his soils, but will begin to fer- 
tilize, not after they have been ex- 
hausted, but before that point has 
been reached. 
These million acres to be irrigated 
by this great enterprise form a little 
patch, a microscopical speck upon the 
map, compared with the billions of 
acres all over what was once known 
as the great American Desert. Private 
enterprise is supplemented in numer- 


‘}ous places by government enterprise 


under the Reclamation Service and the 
public lands of the United States, 
which seemed ten years ago about to 
be all absorbed, leaving no more com- 
paratively free farms for American 
citizens to settle and make homes on, 
now reach out in an alraost limitless 
extent. The settlement of the great 
West is just begun. The population 
of the present time is advancing at a 
tremendous pace. From this time on 
the growth of population west ot the 
Mississippi River will be many times 
greater than east of that stream. It 
will be the enterprising, the adven- 
turous and energetic who will come 


into this great western country to de- 
velop its agricultural end other re- 


sources. Of course, with the prose- 
cution of reclamation by private and 
government enterprise and the natural 
growth of population there will open 
up vast and various fields of develop- 
ment in mining, manufacturing, in the 
founding of cities and towns, and all 
the various branches of general busi- 
ness must multiply throughout all this 
great western country. Here lies the 
land of enterprise, the opportunity for 
winning riches as well as fame. 


CONSTITUTION FOR CHINA. 


Dispatches from Peking announce 


that the Dowager Empress of China 
has decided to summon a conference 
of high officials, including several 
viceroys, to discuss the adoption of a 
constitution. It is further stated that 
the Chinese commissioners who re- 
cently visited the United States and 
Europe, and who have returned from 
their tours, recommend a gradual 
change to a constitutional government, 
taking ten to fifteen years to edu- 
cate the people to the new ordef of 
things. 

Perhaps it may be possible to “edu- 
cate” the Chinese people up to the 
standards of constitutional govern- 
ment within the time specified, but the 
task will be great and the outcome 
will be more or less a matter of doubt. 
A generation will probably be found 
too brief for the thorough accomplish- 
ment of the undertaking. The Chinese 
are conservative, opposed to innova- 
tions, and tenacious of the customs 
which have been handed down to them 
from the remote ages. They claim 
that theirs ig the oldest nation on 
earth. Their undisputed traditions 
and records reach far back into remote 
antiquity. From the era of Confucius, 
in the sixth century B. C., the dates 
are more reliable than those preced- 
ing. The Tsin dynasty, which built 
the Great Wall, ruled in the third cen- 
tury B. C., and it Was succeeded by the 
Han dynasty, when the empire was 
consolidated. Jenghiz Khan oceu pied 
the northern portion of the empire in 
1215. The Mongol dynasty was fully 
established by Kublai Khan in 1280, 
the Ming dynasty following in 1368. 
The present Manchu dynasty of Tsing 
came into power in 1644. The Chinese 
are proud of their antiquity as a na- 
tion. They reverence their ancestors 
as no other people on earth (except- 
ing, perhaps, the Japanese) reverence 
theirs. Progress among such a people 
is necessarily slow. The iconoclasm 
of the present appears to them in the 
light of an aspersion upon the wisdom 
of their sacred ancestors. 

For these reasons, in large part, 
Western civilization has been back- 
ward in permeating the Chinese em- 
pire—“the land of mystery” and of 
antiquity. The soi] is not receptive, 
and the seeds of modern ideas and 
ideals have remained sterile when 
cast upon its surface. . 

It has long been predicted by schol- 
ars, by philosophers and by statesmen, 
that the centuries-long sleep of China 
would yet be broken, and that the 
awakened giant would arouse himself 
to the world-wide opportunities and 
achievements that might be his if he 
could demonstrate his capacity to 
grasp them. Is the present movement 
toward constitutionalism a  prelimi- 
nary stirring of the giant in his sleep? 
Is it a prelude to a fuller awakening, 
when he shall arise in his might and 
come into possession of his own? A 
few years, at the most, will serve to 
supply an answer to these questions. 

Some dreamers of wild dreams have 
even talked of a republican form of 
government for China. Possibly this 
may become an actuality of the remote 
future, after the empire shall have 
emerged from the shadow of absolu- 
tism into the clearer light of constita- 
tionalism. For the present, the suc- 
cess or failure of the movement for a 
constitution will be awaited with a 
great deal of interest throughout the 
civilized world. The reformers who 
initiated the movement and have pre- 
valled upon the Empress to lend it her 
tentative sanction are in a somewhat 
equivocal position. Whether they will 
succeed in making a permanent im- 
press upon their country’s history, or

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HE PRESIDENT AND THE 
TARIFF. 

There has been considerable dis- 
cussion, at one time and another, as 
to the President's position on the sub- 
ject of tariff revision. In .a letter 
Written a few days ago to Representa- 
tive James E. Watson of Indiana, the 
President defined his views on the 
tariff question very clearly, though 
briefly, as follows: | 

“We stand unequivocally for a pro- 
tective tariff, and we feel that the 
phenomenal industrial prosperity 
which we are now enjoying is not 
lightly to be jeopardized; for it would 
be to the last degree foolish to secure 
here and there a small benefit at the 
cost of general business depression. 
But whenever a given rate or schedule 
becomes evidently disadvantageous to 
the nation, because of the changes 
which go gn from year to year in our 
conditions, and where it is feasible to 
change this rate or schedule without 
too much dislocation of the system, 
it will be done.” 

This is practically the position 
maintained by the great protectionist. 
James G. Blaine, by William McKin- 


publican party since the days of Lin- 
coln. There were tariff changes in ac- 
cordance with this system all through 
the years of the Civil War. That 
period was exceptional, however, be- 
cause of the abnormal conditions and 
the exigencies of the war. Follow- 
ing the war, tariff changes and read- 
justments were .made in 1866, 1867, 
1869, 1870, 1872, 1875, 1879, 1880, 1882, 
1883, 1890, 1894 and 1897. There were 
general revisions of the tariff in 1883. 
1890, 1894 and 1897, the revision of the 
last-named year being known as the 
Dingley tariff, that of 1894 as the Gor- 
man-Wilson tariff, and that of 1890 as 
the McKinley tariff. 

Still fresh in the public mind is the 
remembrance of the disastrous results 
following the tariff revision of 1894, 
under 
Cleveland. This revision was not 
made by the friends of protection, but 
by its enemies. Republicans have al- 
ways and consistently contended that 
unless the tariff, when it is revised, be 
revised by its friends, the whole sys- 
tem of protection must necessarily 
suffer, with resulting depression to the 
industries of the nation. The expe- 
rience which we passed through under 
the Gorman-Wilson law justified and 
practically demonstrated the truth of 
this contention. 

While the Republican party remains 
in control of the national government. 
it will revise the tariff whenever and 
to whatever extent revision is de- 
manded by the business interests and 
the popular interests of the country. 
The Republican party has done this in 
the past, and it will do it in the future 

There is no need at the present time 
for tariff revision. The country, in al) 
its history, has never been so pros- 
perous as it is today. Employment fs 
plenty and wages are higher than they 
have ever been before. Instead of 
men looking for jobs there are jobs 
looking for men—and this is true in 
all sections. Why should we seek to 
disturb these highly satisfactory con- 
ditions? Why not let well enough 
alone, whem there is no assurance, nor 
even a probabuity, that well enough 
can be bettered? . 

This is evidently the view of the 
President. He looks at the matter 
from the standpoint of the true, the 
consistent protectionist. His view is 
in entire accord with the views of the 
great protectionist statesmen who 
have Ween instrumental in the mainte- 
nance of that system through the most 
prosperous periods the nation has ever 
known. Whoever “scratches” Theo- 
dore Roosevelt with the hope or ex- 
pectation of finding a tariff-for-reve- 
nue-only advocate or a free trader 
under the surface will be disappointed. 
He is a “stand-patter” as the term is 
best understood.

REORGANIZATION OF THAT CITY 
DEPARTMENT CONSIDERED. 


EW PLAN FOR 


— 


Endeavor Willi Be Made to Have 
Night Shift of Men for the Purpose 
of Coping With the Many Crimes 
Committed During Hours of Dark- 
ness and Early Dawn. 


‘Reorganization of the detective de- 
partment at the Central Police Station 
is seriously considered. In the near 
future an endeavor will be made to 
place a working night shift in the field, 
and to keep the office on the “plain 
clothes” side of the station open dur- 
ing the twenty-four hours. 

As things now are the detective force 
does all its work, to all intents and 
purpose, between 8 o'clock in the 
morning and 11 o'clock at night. This, 
_of course, applies to the routine work. 
Two emergency men sleep at the sta- 
tion, in readiness to go out on calls 
demanding instant attention. 

At 11 o'clock in the evening the de- 
tectives’ office closes. It does not open 
until 8 o'clock in the morning. During 
the interim reports which would other- 
wise go to that office are taken by the 
desk sergeant on the patrol side of the 
sta 


tion. 

The proposed reorganization con- 
templates entirely new lines. The 
force would be.divided into day and 
night shifts. The men would be as- 
signed to day and night duty, and the 
office would be kept open to receive 
reports all the time. Men would be 
in the field. on detective duty 

t. 


The plan has been favorably con- 
sidered and will probably come up 
soon for official adoption. In every 
city of this size there exists a great 
amount of police information which 
can be obtained only late at night. 
With men on duty at that time, re- 
quired to report, it is believed much gf 
it could be had. But the great vantage 
point in the new plan is the prompt 
attention which burglary 
cases would get. Night crimes—and 
night is the time for most crimes— 
would be co with by a working 
body of men. it now is, only the 
more urgent is of this nature are 
given attention. 

Another important point regarding 
this change is included in the fact 
that present conditions make the work- 
ing hours of detectives too long. As it 
now is, the “plain clothes” force has a 
series of alternating shifts. These 
make each man work eleven hours one 
night, fifteen hours the other: and two 
nights a month he is on duty itwenty- 
four hours, siceping in the station.

| NEW BEET MILL. 


SALT RIVER VALLEY SECURES A 
FACTORY OF LARGE SIZE. 


Plant Cost About Three-quarters of 
Million Dollars and Will Give Many 
Farmers an Added Source of lin- 
come—Scarcity of Laborers in the 
Agricultural Districts. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Aug. 28.—The Salt 
River Valley of. Arizona has entered 
into a new industry and possesses a 
new source of income. The wheels 
have started in the first beet-sugar fac- 
tory in Arigona, erected at Glendale, 
eight miles northwest of Phoenix, on 
the line of the Santa Fé railroad. The 
plant, owned by the Eastern Sugar 
Company, is of the latest pattern and 
has capacity for handling 800 tons of 
beets a day. In rough figtres, it has 
cost about three-quarters of a m- 
lion dollars. 33 

The factory has been under construc- 
tion for several years, the first pro- 
moters failing, though a large subsidy 
of cash and lands had been offered by 
the people of Phoenix and by the far- 
mers of the valley. This year the 
sugar output will be light, as less than 
4000 acres have been planted to beets 
in the entire valley. The crop, as far 
as it goes, has been pronounced satis- 
factory in quantity and quality and 
contracts for the coming season will be 
for the delivery of at least 60,000 tons 
of beets. 

As the Salt River Valley annually 
feeds from 25,000 to 60.000 head of 
range cattle, the beet-sugar pulp will 
constitute a by-product of great value. 
About 250 men will be employed during 
the season. The company has other 
Sugar factories in the north central

BEETS PLANTED TOO LATE. 

The starting of the factory was de- 
layed for nearly two weeks by the 
breaking of the head of the Arizona 
canal, whence comes the greater part 
of the water used. The delay caused 
the spoiling of several thousand tons 
of beets, half of which were on hand 
in the factory bins. It has been found, 
as well, that the beets were planted 
far too late in the winter. With the 
experience gained this year, it is be- 
lieved that the factory will have ma- 
terial upon which to start as early as 
May 1 next year. 

The Arizona beets are rich in sac-

charine matter. All beets sampled 


thus far have run 15 per cent. sugar 
and several lots have passed higher 
than 20 per cent. The product an acre 
has run all the way from ten to 
twenty-two tons. The entire crop is

SCARCITY OF LABORERS. 

There has been trouble in securing 
an adequate supply of labor. Japanese 
were imported from California to cul- 
tivate the crop. There is a shortage 
of harvesters, as well as of men for the 
work of the factory. 

The magnitude of the mechanical 
equipment of the new factory is 
shown by the fact that twelve 176- 
horse-power boilers are required to 
furnish the necessary steam, the coal 
consumption being 110 tons a day. The 
lime and carbonic acid gas needed in 
the purification of the beet juice are 
secured in a great steel lime kiln, fed 
with lime rock brought from near 
Prescott, 160 miles distant. 
be used to the extent of 7,000,000 gal- 
lons a day, taken partly from canals 
and partly from wells. The company 
has been fortunate in finding well wa- 
ter of remarkable purity. The supply 
will be conserved in a 13,000,000-gallon 
tank. The manager of the works is 
Lafayette Myers, who has had many 
years of experience in the management 
of sugar-making factories.

Young. Desk Sergeant Kutz did not 
at first recognize Wilson, as he 

shaved off a heavy black moustache 
— looked smaller. He seemed cool 


again and sauntered out. He went 
east to Pine and stood leaning against 
a telegraph pole in front of the 
Edison Electric office. While standing 
there, Wallace Belden came south on 
Pine, walking slowly, evidently walt- 
ing until the hour set for his trial. 

ust as he got opposite Wilson, the 
latter whistled, and, drawing a long- 
barreled revolver, fired one shot at 
close range at Belden. The en- 
tered the right side above the liver, 
pierced it, and, ranging downward 
through the vital organs, came out on 
the right side, after cutting through 
the spleen. 

Belden gave a cry of pain and ter- 
ror and ran a few steps, circled 
around a post and fell in the gutter 
almost in front of Wilson, who stepped 
forward and, holding the revolver 
steady with bo pum 
three shots into his quivering and 
dying victim. Each shot caused a 
a and convulsion. of the prostrate 


y. 

The last three shots were not fatal, 
only mutilating the body of a man al- 
ready dying. One bullet entered the 
top of the left shoulder, shattering it 
and coming out underneath: a scc- 
ond made only a flesh wound in the 
right arm, while the last shot entered 
the right arm above the elbow, and, 
ranging upward, lodged in the shoul- 
der blade. 


SPECTATORS SPELLBOUND. 


Though three or four men were 
} @anding within three or four feet, the 
shooting occurred and ‘continued with 
such rapidity that they stood spell- 
bound and horrified until the fourth 
shot had been fired, when Contractor 
Richard Loynes seized the shoulder of 
the murderer and swung him around. 
Then Wilson's fierceness died out and 
he stood as one stunned. 

Deputy Constable Leslie Folsom 
was standing on the opposite corner 
when the first shot was fired, started 
across and, reaching Wilson.as Loynes 
whirled him away from his victim, 
seized him and, disarming him, started

shal Thomas Williams.

The rapid fusiliade of shots on the 
main thoroughfare attracted the at- 
tention of every person within hearing 
and caused intense excitement, fol- 
lowed by a rush to the scene. Tender 
Hands lifted the victim from the gut- 
ter and carried him to Jackson's drug 
store, where Drs. Lawton, Hamman 
and Bowman .examined the injuries, 
but the first glance showed there was 
no hope. Belden was breathing. but 
unconscious, and died in fifteen min- 


utes. — 
McCor- 
mick, who represented the State in the 


case against Belden, was sitting in 
Justice Brayton’s office when the news 
came that a man had deen shot. 
Thinking it a wise plan to secure 
the vietim's statement, McCormack 
started for the scene and was ren- 
dered almost speechiess when he dis- 
covered the identity of the murderer 
and his victim. His efforts to get a 
statement were futile, as Belden never 
recovered consciousness. 

The sister of the murdered man 
heard of the shooting while on her 
way to the courtroom, and her ap- 
peals to go to the side of her brother 
were pitiful. Finally she was induced 
to go to the home of her sister-in-law 
and break the news was gotten 
away from the scene, not knowing 
Belden was dead. 

MRS. WILSON NOT SEEN. 


Mrs. W. T. Wilson was not seen 
during the shooting. but is presumed 
to have been In the neighborhood and 
perhaps witnessed the crime. She was 
at the time out on her own 
recognizance, under charge of assault 
with intent to murder Belden, which 
event happened on the night of Au- 
gust 13. on the Pike, in front of the 
Mafestic Rink, when, having learned 
of the alleged crime of Belden on her 
daughter, she took two shots at the 
young man, but missed him. 

After the murder this morning, Mrs. 
Wilson was arrested and her ball bond 
fixed at $1500. She exhibited little 
emotion, and instructed Attorney F. A. 
Knight to look after her husband's 
interests. 

As soon as the excitement subsided 
somewhat, Deputy Constable Folsom 
swore to a complaint charging WI 
son with murder, and the warrant was 
served on him in the cell. Justice Bray-. 
ton and Deputy Dist.-Atty. McCormick 
went to the City Hall, where Wilson 
was formally charged with murder, and 
his prelimnnary examination was fixed 
for September 6. He was then remand- 
ed to the County Jalil without ball. 

Handcuffed to Marshal Young and 
with Constable Lynn close behind, 
Wilson Was taken out through the rear 
of the City Hall, placed in an automo- 
bile and driven to American avenue, 
where the officers and their prisoners 
boarded a car for Los Angeles. 

Wlison seems to have recovered his 
nerve, and said littie during the pro- 
ceedings. While in the cell, ex-Marshai 
Williams said to him: “Wilson, it is 
reported you shot the wrong man.” 

Wlison without looking up, answered 
in a low voice: “Well, if I did, I am 
sorry for it, but I don't think I made 
a mistake.”

OPINION DIVIDED. 


Expressions of opinion are divided 
regarding today's tragedy. The general 
opinion is that the case against young 
Beiden was not at all strong, and that 
Wiieon did wrong in taking the law 
into his own hands. 

The crime which led to the shooting 
of Belden is alleged to have occurred 
on the night of August 11. W. T. Wil- 
son ran a confectionery and cigar 
store on the beach, opposite the Ma- 
jestic skating rink, and with his wife 
and step-daugter, Nathalie, lived in 
the rear. The child, who is pretty and 
well developed, occasionally tended 
store, and among those who frequented 
the place was Wallace B. Belden, em- 
ployed as snare drummer with the 
skating rink band. | | 

Sunday night, August 12, Wilson 
missed his daughter, and hunting for 
her, found her in the company of Bel- 
den, who was a married man, and about 
26 years old. Wilson slapped Belden’s 
face, and taking the child home, he 
whipped her. The next day the girl 
broke down and confessed that Belden 
on Saturday night had misused her. 
Monday evening while the Pike was 
thronged with people Belden passed 
in front of the store, and Mrs. Wilson 
took two shots at him, without effect. 
Belden ran, pursued by Wilson with a 
shotgun, which was taken from him 
before it could be used. 

Belden ran to police headquarters and 
asked for a warrant, but the officers 
investigating arrested Belden instead, 
and the next day he was formally 
charged with rape. At that time Wil- 
son said he ought to have shot Bel- 
den, but as he was only the victim's 
stepfather, he thought the mother 
should have the first show, and added 
that in his State the law would not be 
necessary to deal with Belden. Since 
his arrest there have been two continu- 
ances of the preliminary hearing, and 
the delay probably caused Wilson to 
fear that Belden might escape, and he 
concluded to act. 

Yesterday he shaved off his heavy 
mustache, discarded his military hat, 
and purchased a low gray cap, so that 
he could get close to Belden without 
being recognized. Then he lay for his 
victim and got him. It is probable that 
had he failed to met Belden on the 
street he would have killed him at the 
preliminary examination. 

Wilson and his wife were out on bond 
under charges resulting from their first 
attack on Beiden, Mrs. Wilson was 
charged with assault with intent, and 
Wilson with exhibiting a deadly 
weapon. When placed under bond Jus- 
tice Brayton cautioned them against 
any threat or attack on Belden, and 
both promised to let the law take its 
course. 

Belden, the murdered man, was 26 
years of age, and was born in Cincin- 
nati. At the age of 18 he enlisted in 
the army and served seven years, of 
which three years were spent in the 
Philippines. He came to Long Beach a 
year ago, ~e for a while was assist- 
ant manager at the bowling alleys. This 
year he joined the rink band as snare 
drummer. After the first trouble with 
the Wilsons, Belden left town, fearing 
violence from Wilson, and since that 
time, had been playing with Willey’s 
band at Ocean Park, coming to Long 
Beach today for his preliminary trial. 

Belden was married six months ago 
to Miss Mary C. West. who as pres- 
ent is in delicate health. 

The Wilsons came here two years 
ago from Redlands. Mrs. Wilson was 
seen this afternoon, but refused to dis- 
cuss anything at all regarding her hus-

Ten years ago a man named Myers, 
living at First and Elm, shot and 
killed his wife, and then killed him- 


self. 

The third crime occurred on the beach 
seven years ago, an old man 
Methever was enamored of a Miss Mc- 
Kee, who rejected his advances, and 
one morning just after daybreak Meth- 
ever saw Miss McKee on the beach 
about where the Bixby Hotel stands. He 
followed her on a bicycle, slew her 
with a pistol and then attempted to kill 
Himself, but o succeed in blow- 
ing out an eye. He was arrested, tried, 
convicted and sentenced to be hanged. 
An appeal was taken, and after three 
years the Supreme Court affirmed the 
decision of the lower court, and Meth- 
ever was executed in the State peni- 
tentiary.

Stanford Commencement 
Omitted Last April, Will Be Held 
Next Month. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Aug. 28. 
—Owing to the earthquake last April 
no commencement exercises were held 
by Stanford University, the degrees 
being sent to the graduates by mall. 
As the result of a movement started 
by a number of this year’s graduates, 
who are now here for post-graduate 
work. the management of the univer- 
sity has decided to hold commence- 
ment exercises next month and to for- 
mally present the degrees 
in April. 

President Benjamin Ide Wheeler of 
the University of California has been 
asked to make an address along with 
our own President David Starr Jor- 
dan of Stanford, on September 15, 
when the degrees will be presented. 
It has been decided by the committee 
in charge to also have the farce that 
is always given on such occasions, the 
cast being made up of as many 06 
students as can take part, and if nec- 
essary some from the class of 7. 

Dr. Jordan will entertain the class 
members by a reception given at his 
home and the usual dances will also 
take place. On Sunday, the 16th, the 
baccalaureate sermon will be preached 
and it will end the commence- 
ment. 

There were 137 graduates last April 
and it is now estimated that out of 
that number fifty at least will be pres- 
ent to receive their degrees and en- 
joy the festivities of this graduation.

There can be no better proof of the 
great faith students have for Stan- 
ford University than the fact that 
every student of last year has n 
registered and that the incoming class 
of 1910 gives evidence of being as 
large, if not larger, than any one of 
previous years.

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SHAMS AND FAKES 
THE BOXING GAME.

RIZE FIGHTING is called “the 

game” by its promoters and devo- 

tees, and it is a game to get money 
from the public, often more like bunco 
than a game of chance or genuine 
skill. That a large proportion of the 
so-called fights are “framed up” is 
obvious to any one who observes 
closely, and is proved by the frequent 
confessions of the innumerable kids“ 
who go into the game for “easy 
money.” The stereotyped “report by 
rounds” is a part of the game. 

As a matter of cold fact, nine-tenths 
of the professiona) fights are inferior 
in earnestness and strenuosity to the 
impromptu boxing matches engaged in 
by amateurs in gymnasiums. I have 
seen harder fighting in college exhibi- 
tions than most of the hired bruisers 
put up when the fool public pays five 
or ten dollars a head to see them. But 
the average sporting reporter takes 
“the game” seriously, never sees the 


hippodroming, and writes his story as 
if he were describi duels to the 
death between iron c of 


the Round Table. 

In a recent tournament or fistic car- 
nival of all nations, a little Chinaman 
was one of the contestants. For two 
or three rounds he boxéd prettily, and 


neither he nor his opponent suff 
the least damage. The wily Chinese 
had no notion of ting battered, nor 


of wearing himself out, for the few 
Gollars he was to receive, and when 
he thought he had given his money's 
worth he began playing tricks. Three 
or four times he went down under 
light biows, rolled upon the canvas 
and gave a good imitation of a 
knocked-out boxer, but he kept count 
of the seconds and was on his feet 
in time to save himself. Once he even 
went down when his opponent’s glove 
missed him by a foot. 

Finally he took advantage of a light 
tap on the shoulder, went down, 
writhed and grimaced and let the 
feferee count him out. And all the

Glove fights are supposed to be gov- 
erned by the Queensberry rules, which 
were designed to insure fair, stand-up 
boxing. rules distinctly bar hug- 
ging and wrestling, and the man ° 
goes into a clinch purposely loses the 
fight. But the ruſe is not enforced, 
and in many contests we see the fight- 
ers clinched more than half the 
the referec dancing around 
trying to pry them apart. 

That was the usual position of the 
boxer and the earnést tyro, and the 
boxer was evidently exasperated by 
the constant hugging. When the men 
were apart 
boxer had a chance t6 show his skill, 
but the other fellow. would not box, 
and there was but little show of sei- 
ence in the affair.
